1. The results achieved in response to USIB requirements for 
GLASS LAMP coverage of Cuba (see reference) are reported for the 
30 October - 24 December as follows: 


a. About 90 percent coverage of the territory of Cuba 
with interpretable photography every 56 days. 

Twelve successful missions were flown during 
the period as follows: 1, 3, 8, 16, 21, 25, 29 
November, 1, 8, 17, 19 and 20 December. 
Cumulative area coverage amounted to 97 percent. 

b. Missions to be scheduled to permit periodic sampling 
m each target category every two weeks, with reasonably com- 
plete coverage of all targets every 56 days.

20 December, with an H camera, to obtain coverage of the earth-covered 
bunker at Santiago Military Camp, SW.
